A Scotch Syndicate Gobbling Cali- 
fornia Kedwood Forests. 

NEw York, Jan. 11.—[{By the Associated 
Press.] The Herald this murning prints a 
three-column letter fron) Eureka, Cal., in 
regard to a gigantic timber-land steal. The 
correspondent states that a foreign syndi- 
cate is operating in the redwood districts, 
and that it has already gobbled up 64,000 
acres of the finest redwood forests in the 
world, The syndicate is composed largely 
of Scotch capitalists, and is known as the 
California Redwood Company, with chief 
office at San Francisco. The method pur- 
sued by the syndicate in securing the land 
is deseri as follows: 

A number of notorious land-sharks were 
hired by the company and sent to Eureka. 
The headquarters, of the gang was in the 
back room of a gin-shop of a local sport 
whose establishment was the resort of the 
rough, floating population. A small army 
of men was required to go through the 
forms of entering and proving as required 
by law. lt was necessary to o n 400 per- 
sons who were willing to aid in the fraud. 
The eum fixed by the Redwood Company 
as the maximum price was $50. For that 
paltry sum the men were to be called on to 
go to the land office and make a statement 
that the land they entered was for their in- 
dividual use and occupancy. As soon as 
the entry was made the men were escorted 
to the headquarters of the syndicate, where 
the land was transferred to the ‘“‘Camny 
Scotchmen.”’
